With regard to any future lepfesentation of clients before any DC agCTxcies, you might 
wish to familiarize yourself with the recent changes in D.C, Court of Appeals Rule 
49(c)(5). In Opinion 1 1-02 of the District of Columbia Court of Appeals Committee on 
the Unauthorized Practice of Law, issued June t0» 2002, the following applies to your 

situaliojL 

'The Court amended sections (cX2), (cX^), (cX9) and (cX' 0} to requm lawyers with offices in the District 
of CDlumbia to disclose explicitly then- bar status. This disclosure rcqwieinent does not nppfy to lawyers 
practicing imder other exception, such as the (cXI) and (cX^) exceptions for gavemincnt bwyers and the 
(cX^ exception for ro-house counsel. Uus new disclosure leqnircmcnt could be satisfied with sucb 
statements as ^'Admdled ooly m (specified states]," "'Not admitted in D.C^^ or in the case of (cX9), 
""Inactive member of D.C. Bar.'* Written notice is preferred, but oral notice tnay be acceptable if it is 
reasonable undo- the circumstances, for example, in the case of apro bono progtam where an attorney 
provides legal advice only over the teJepbooe. Thbamcpdmo^ thus gives practititHiersflexibili^ hi
